THE CRANBERRY. 


THE CLEVER ONE-LEGGED YANKEE 


WHO FIRST CULTIVATED IT. 


3Tbe> Results of J lla 1)1 ar» » very—A Cran­ 
berry Marsh of the Present Day—Three 
-Enemies of the Plant —Flooding the 
Vines—experiments In 18 57. 


it is probably kn own to but comparatively 
few lovers of cran berry sauce th at th e culti­ 
vation of th e popular little red berry from 
wh ich it is made was begun less th an th irty 
y ears ago, an d in th is very village of Forker 
River. 
Previous to th at time th e supply of 
cran berries came from th e wild vin es in th e 
swamps of th is state (Massach usetts) an d a few 
oth er states, just as th e h uckleberry supply is 
obtain ed. Not moro th an on o-ten tli of th e 
quan tity th at ore n ow sen t to market were 
put on sale wh en Joh n Webb began h is ex ­ 
perimen ts in 1857, an d th e price was so h igh 
th at on ly people with lon g pocketbooks could 
en joy cran berry sauce with th eir turkey . Joh n 
Webb, a on e-legged down caster, came 4to 
Ocean coun ty man y y ears ago, an d for y ears 
man aged to make a livin g pickin g cran ber­ 
ries an d doin g oth er farm work! He was so 
poor th at h e kn ew better th an to ask for an y 
credit in th o n eigh borh ood, as h e could n ot 
h ave obtain ed it. He fin ally man aged to get 
possession of a small piece of low swamp lan d 
wh ere th e wild cran berry grew, an d it was 
' 
wh ile gath erin g th e berries from th e strag­ 
glin g vin es in th e fall of 18 57 th at Webb mode 
th e discovery th at in places wh ere san d h ad 
been wash ed from th e h igh groun d an d car­ 
ried down upon th e peat bottom of th e cran ­ 
berry marsh th e vin es grew more lux urian tly , 
an d th e berries on th em were larger, of better 
flavor, an d more plen tiful. 
JOHN WEBB'S EXPERIMENT. 
One-legged J ohn Webb could see no reason 
why the treatment of an entire bog in that 
way woukl not be followed with great re­ 
sults, and the next season he made tho 
pioneer cultivated cranberry bog. He pulled 
the stumps and other foreign substances out 
of his small swamp, leveled its peaty bottom, 
and over it spread a covering of sand three 
inches deep. He dug ditches in the marsh, 
which divided it into a number of oblong 
beds. His neighbors thought he was crazy. 
Webb was working without precedent, but 
he was an observing man, and the remit of 
his work was that in three years he had such 
a crop of cranberries on his marsh as had 
never teen seen or heard of before. The fame 
of J ohn Webb’s experiment spread to the re­ 
motest cranberry marsh from Massachusetts 
to Wisconsin, and his name is now a house­ 
hold word wherever cranberries are grown. 
This pioneer cultivator of cranberries is now 
one of the wealthiest men in southern New 
J ersey, if not in the state, and all his money 
was made through his discovery of the effi­ 
cacy of sand in soil where cranberries grow. 
A cranberry marsh of the present day is as 
handsome a plot of “ green things growing” 
as the eye could well rest upon, but the rear­ 
ing of vines on a new bog to the ago of bear­ 
ing is attended with no end of care and toil. 
Since the cultivating of cranberries began 
there have appeared in this part of New J er­ 
sey th ree enemies of the plant th at never 
both ered it in its wild state. Th ese are a 
sharp edged, stiff leaved gross called the 
th ree-square grass, a persistent an d hardy 
bulrush an d a destructive little insect called 
a web worm. 
After a marsh or swamp h as

About fifteen mon th s ago th e Associated 
Press decided to use th e ty pewriter in stead of 
th e sty lus, 1 h e Associated Press, by th e way , 
h as to make man ifold copies of telegraph ic 
dispatch es for th o use of th e daily press. It 
foun d th e ty pewriter better for several rea­ 
son s. 
In th e first place th e copy turn ed out 
was better. Copy , by th e way , is a slan g 
term in use in n ewspaper offices. It was in ­ 
ven ted by Ben jamin Fran klin , wh o in ven ted 
also electricity an d th e republic. It is sup­ 
posed to mean mun uscript ready for th o 
prin ter. In th e case of th o ty pewriter th o 
copy , of course, comes out distin ct an d un 
varied. Again , a man ifold copy is easier 
made. 
In writin g with th e sty lus, os th o old fash 
ion w as, it requires a great amoun t of tn uscu 
lar ex ertion to make an impression on eigh t 
sh eets of paper. 
With a ty pewriter it 
almost as easy to prin t a dozen sh eets as on e. 
On e ex pen ds a little more ph y sical en ergy . 
Th e ch ief advan tage, h owever, ia th at th e 
receiver can “take” a great den i moro rapidly 
Wh ile by th e writin g sy stem a first 
class 
operator can take but forty -five words at 
most, by th e use of th e ty pewriter h e can 
take six ty -five words easily . As h as been 
said, th o sen der can “give” but forty -five 
words, th e samo n umber th at th o old fash ­ 
ion ed receiver can take. 
To obviate th is 
difficulty an d in crease th o speed of tran smis­ 
sion a sy stem of abbreviation h as been in tro­ 
duced. Th us, if th e sen der in New York 
wish es to telegraph to Ch icago th at, “May ­ 
flower l*» at Galatea th is aftern oon ,” h o sen ds 
th o followin g dispatch : “Mfwr bet, Glto ts 
p. m.” 
It takes h im as lon g to ren d th is by th o 
Morso alph abet as it does th o receiver to write 
it out on th o ty pewriter. On th is alon e de­ 
pen ds th e ax lvan tage of th e ty pewriter. Th o 
receiver can take six ty -five words a min ute 
on th o ty pewriter, wh ile h is fellow can an te 
out in man uscript on ly forty -five. In oth er 
words, h o gain s twen ty words a min ute, an d 
by th e sy stem of abbreviation th e sen der can 
equal h is speed.—New York Tribun e.

Gentle reader, have you ever tried to loam 
French? No? Well, I have. I am at this 
moment in the very bowels of the undertak­ 
ing. When on first coming to Paris I re­ 
marked casually to Mr. Charles A. Dana that 
I hoped to learn French in two or three 
months, he said he had been studying it con 
stantly for forty years, and in case ho liVed 
forty years longer he hoped to master the 
language. A great German scholar boing on 
his death bed summoned to his presence his 
•on and heir. “ My son,” said he, “ do not in 
this brief life attempt to do too much. This 
has been iny mistake. I have devoted my 
life to studying the first Latin declension. If 
I had it to do over again I should confine my­ 
self to the dative case.” 
I came to Paris puffed out with the idea of 
learning French. 
I have concluded to devote myself to the 
study of “ a la” or “ au,” a preposition and 
article offering to the English speaking bar­ 
barian a field in which he can employ himself 
for two or three months. A fair sample of 
the idiomatic idiosyncrasy of the French is 
found in tho expression which has for its 
equivalent in English, “ What is that?” 
namely, “ Qu’est ce quo e’est quo cela” ; liter 
ally translated, “ What is that which that is 
which that there*” pronounced “ Kesh sake 
sa” ; pronounced as tho French pronounce it,

source of persecutions is found in the 
general dislike of foreigners intensified 
by the English crime of forcing upon 
them the opium trade, by tho Franco 
Chinese war (the Catholic missionaries 
are almost all French) by the massacre in 
the western territo ries of the Un ited States 
(the Chinese in America are mo stly fro m 
Western China) and by the treachery with 
which they hav e co n tin u ally been treated 
in their in terco u rse with fo reig n ers. The 
immediate cau se o f the p resen t o u tbreak 
was local distu rban ces which in fu riated 
the host of y o u n g men g athered at 
the 
an n u al military ex amin atio n s. 
The Cath­ 
olic missio n aries sto o d their g ro u n d an d 
died like heroes.

W ashingtox C i t y , N o v . îw.—The annual 
report of the comptroller of the currency 
contain» suggestion» for th amendment of 
the national !>ank laws in about a dozen in­ 
stances, inclu ling the contingent liability of 
shareholders, requirement a» to reserve, the 
limit on loans to individuals, more thorough 
examination of banks, and their protection 
against unequal state taxation. 
Thirty-five hundred and eighty national 
banks have boon organized in all, of which 
2,81*8 are now in operation. Of these, 174 
were organized during the past year, with a 
capital of $21,000,000; bonds held, $0,700,000; 
circulation, $2,000,000. Twenty-four banks 
went into voluntary liquidation during the 
year, one ceased to exist by expiration of 
Charter, and eight failed. The failed banks 
have an aggregate capital of $050,000; sur­ 
plus and undivided profits, $304,000; liabili­ 
ties, $1,.'100,000, The creditors of two of 
these banks have been paid in full, principal 
and interest; in two casas dividends have 
reached 50 per cent, in one case 75 per cent., 
irnd one 30 per cent The total dividends paid 
during the year by all insolvent banks ex­ 
ceeded $1,600,000, в*'4 the banks have b?eu 
finally wound up and their accounts dosed, 
leaving twenty-five insolvent l>ank.s still in 
the hands of receivers. ,Since the beginning

THE EMPIRE IS PEACE, 


Hut the K aiser W ants M ore Soldiers— 
ICmperor W ilh elm 's Speech. 
B e r l i n , No v . 
28.—The 
reichstag was 
formally opened Thursday by Herr Von 
Boottichor, imperial minister of the interior, 
who read the emperor** address. The speech 
was decidedly optimistic in tone, and its ex- 
prohsions of confident» in the continuance of 
peace throughout Europe were received with 
evident satisfaction. 
The object and policy of the German em­ 
pire, which enjoys peaceful relations with 
al] states, the emperor says, is to exert in 
favor of the maintenance of concord among 
all the powers that influence which accrues 
to Germany from hor love of peace and the 
universal confidence reposed in the empire 
from the fact that Germany is not concerned 
in tiie pending questions. 
The emperor announces the inauguration 
of measure* to raise the German army to an 
effective footing, and justifies this a 'tion by 
calling attention to the recent increase of the 
of the system pin 1803 only 112 national bank» armies of neighboring states. The resources 
have failed. Of these thirty-eight have paid 
their creditors in full, and twenty have paid 
interest bed le—fifteen in full aril live in 
part. 
Comparison is made 
between national 
banks previously existing as state institu­ 
tions and those originally organized under 
the national bank law, and it is shown that 
ip each case only 3 per cent of the number 
organized became insolvent 
Among the 
corporations holding national bank stock, the 
greatest amount is held by savings banks, 
trust companies, and insurance companies. 
More than half the entire number of share­ 
holders hold ten sham or less; about one- 
third hold over ten shares but less thou fifty, 
while those holding more than fifty shares 
number but Sttlo more than one-ninth of the 
whole body. 
The effect of the reduction of the public 
debt and the high premium on bonds upon 
the volume of national bank circulation is 
very folly illustrated. The Contraction in 
national bank circulation daring the year ex­ 
ceeds 5ft,000,006. 
A large diagram, exhibiting the main 
features of the national banking system and 
their variations during the past twenty-one 
years, accompanies the report. 
From this 
it appears that the aggregate deposits in the 
banks have increased from $534,000,000 in 
January, I860, to $1,173.000,000 in October, 
1880, while loans and discounts have risen 
from $500,000 at the former date, to $1,443,- 
000,000 at the latter date. The specie hold by 
the national banks in 1806 was $10,000,000; 
in October, 1875, it Was only £8,000,600, 
while in July, 1885, it was $177,000,000, and 
is now $156,000,000.

tho fiscal year was only $1,387,570. 
Gen. Hazon is hopeful that the currant year 
w ill realize a greater improvement, and with 
a prosperous condition of business and care 
in regulat ing postal expenditures, he looks 
for a self-supporting postal service in tho 
near future. The estimaied revenue for the 
year on li g June 30, 1888, Is $50,612,500 and 
the expenditure is expected to roach $50,- 
72S.05O.

Should he survive 
the shock of his disgrace he will be nothing 
more than a mental and physioal wreck. 
Wednesday night he lay in a critical con­ 
dition, an i his death would not have been a

When taken to jail Reed 
was in a terrible state, not having slept or 
scarcely eaten for seven daya 
Just previous 
to his arrest he had braced up a little, but 
upon the moment of his incarceration he gave 
way entiiely as be realised to the fullest de 
groe his position as a felon. For hours he 
lay as one dead upon his pallet of straw, 
and has passes his time since pacing the floor 
and muttering unintelligibly, 
frequently 
putting his hands to his head as if in pain, 
and taking notice of no one except Ms rela­ 
tives and a few friends, who can do nothing 
for him but gase with tearful eyes upon the 
wretched man. He gets no sleep except 
under the influenoejof opiates. 
Mrs. Reed denies in toto the charges of in­ 
fidelity made against her, and attributes 
Reed’s conduct in driving her from him to 
the influence of a widow whom he has visited 
frequently for some years. She says Reed 
enticed her to her mother’s house In Hudson 
by a forged telegram and that she was con­ 
fronted with trumped-up charges. On her re­ 
turn to Boston the next day she found her 
home,in which she had lived for many years, 
desolate, and the furniture in the hands of 
auctioneers. This was in 1885. She tlinks 
Reed was unbalanced at the time. 
Mrs. 
Raed has since lived quietly with her mother 
at Hudson. She says she loves her husband 
still, and .will do anything she [can to help 
him in his trouble. 


LABOR OUTRAGE IN MASSACHUSETTS. 


N on-U nion Men A ssau lted —One Striker

Yeaton, keeper of a non-union boarding 
homo o:i Main street, Peabody, and his 
brother were walking down Boston street, 
Salem, Thursday afternoon, a crowd of men 
began following them. 
One man kicked 
Simeon Yeaton and another struck him, 
whereujxm Yeaton drew his revolver and 
fired into the crowd, the ball striking John 
Halpine, a Peabody man, in the left side, in­ 
flicting a severe flesh wound, which bled pro­ 
fusely. Tho crowd fell back, and the police 
took charge of Yeaton and his brother and 
carried them to the Salem police station. Tho 
revolver was wrested from Yeaton before the 
officers arrived. 
Excitement ran high, and just then a Salem 
& Danvers horse car from Peabody came 
along with three non-union m m on board. 
The maddened rioters surrounded ehe car, 
pulled Conductor Nevers and Driver Dough­ 
erty off and began an assault on the three 
men inside, one of whom was terribly beaten 
about the face. Five windows were stove 
in and ono car cushion was soaked with the 
blood of the non-union men. The police ar­ 
rived on the scene and the mob were scattered. 
A Naumkeag car was also halted. It had 
four non-union men on board, but they es­ 
caped toward Peabody. The Peabody police 
went to th) liuo and escorted several men tc 
their boarding houses.

NARROW ESCAPE FROM A TERRI BLE 
DI SASTER AT CHI CAGO. 


HoWl Guests Routed Out o f Their Beds 
by » n Incendiary A ttem pt—A Deadly 
Tup Ex plosion—Sad Eflfoetof a False Re­ 
port—Another Schooner Possibly L ott— 
Assorted Mishaps. 


Chicago 
, Nov . 36 .—A dastardly attempt 
to destroy the Continental hotel and its one 
hundred and odd inmates was made by some 
unknown person or p rsons shortly before 8 
o’clock Thursday morning. 
The building 
was fired in sev en different places on the 
three floors, and flames broke out in each 
place almost simultaneously , as if sev en dif­ 
ferent persons were engaged in the plot to 
destroy the property . The night clerk was 
seated in the office reading a book, when he 
was startled by a cry of ‘‘Fire” proceeding 
from one of the upper floors, and before he 
could collect bis senses enough to act a cloud 
of smoke swept down the main staircase and 
filled the office. 
The clerk immediately 
jumped to the stairs, and as he ran up to the 
top floor he kept up a continuous y ell, to 
warn the sleeping guests of their danger. 
In a few minutes the guests were tumbling 
out of their rooms and running through the 
smoke-filled halls to escape to the street. 
Few of them waited ev en longenough to don 
ordinary cov erings, so badly were they 
frightened. 
Many rushed down the stairs 
into the office, and, finding that apartment 
almost free from smoke, 
they remained 
there, though ex pecting momentarily to be 
forced to continue their flight. 
Sev eral 
ladies were completely ov ercome by the ex ­ 
citement and nearly fainted away , but their 
confidence was restored shortly by the ar­ 
riv al of the fire department, which soon had 
the fire out, although it looked as though the 
whole building was ablaze. 
The loss was 
small, as the fire hardly got out of the rooms 
in which it was started.

gation leav es not a shadow of doubt that it 
was of incendiary origin, but who was the 
miscreant responsible nobody has the least 
idea.

The Cbuir Se nds for His Uniform. 
When Prince William, of Prussia, visited 
the Russian emperor on the occasion of the 
recent imperial hunt at Brest Litnvsk, the 
czar found himself without Prussian uniform, 
and the consequences was that a messenger 
had to travel all the way from Bt. Peters­ 
burg by special train to repair the deficiency. 
I The czar discovered his loss tho aftemoon be­ 
fore Prince William’s arrival. Sending word 
to his valet to have a Prussian uniform in 
readiness for the morrow, the man appeared 
to say that by his imperial master’s orders all 
uniforms had been left at St. Petersburg. 
An aide-de-camp was sent for: “A Prus­ 
sian uniform must be here by 7 o’clock to­ 
morrow morning.” It was then 4 o’clock. 
The aide-de-camp dispatched two telegrams, 
one to the master of the imperial wa rdrobe at 
St. Petersburg, and tho other to the railway 
authorities, and about 6 o’clock a locomotive 
set off from the Russian capital carrying the 
ineesenger intrusted with the required dress. 
Fresh locomotives were in readiness at Duna- 
berg and Wilna, and the distance of 950 kilo­ 
metres w as traversed in thirteen hours, a rate 
of seventy-three kilometres per hour, so that 
the uniform was in readiness for the czar at 
the time fixed.—Pall Mali Gazette.
